The ap- 
portionment committee is having trou- 
ble enough,just now with the senator- 
ial districts, and while twenty-eight 
of these have been agreed upon by 
vote of the cominittee, it looks as if 
the work will all be done over again. 


An effort is claimed to be on foot 


to legislate either Senator Jones, Sen- 
ator Harris or Senator Whitehead out 
of office by putting their three coun- 
ties into two districts. 
This would 


necessitate the breaking of county 
'lines by splitting of Walworth coun- 
ty, putting part of it' with Wauke- 
sha and part with Rock county, and 
as the sxvpreme court has said that 
county lines shall not be broken ex- 
cept in case of necessity, or words 
to that effect in making 'up districts, 
it is not believed that the plan will go 
through.

democratic counties of Washington 
and Ozaukee still undisposed of, the 
theory that the committee will be able 
to report a bill early the coming week 
is extremely visionary.

Pittsburg, April 27.—With the idea 


of orming one big labor union of 2,- 
000,000 members, National President 
L. R. Thomas of the pattern makers 
and about forty heads of various labor 
unions met in Knights of Labor hall 
yesterday afternoon. 


It is proposed to hold a national 


convention, at which representatives 
of the various labor 
organizations 


will be present, in Chicago, July 1, 
for the purpose of formulating plans 
to bring . all the trades unionists in. 
this country under one federal head. 


Trusts Bode No Good for Them. 
The delegates at this convention 


will represent nearly 2,000,000 men di- 
rectly and indirectly connected with 
the gigantic combinations that have 
been ushered into existence during 
the last two years. 


It is claimed that the leaders of 


the workingmen are ineedlessly alarm- 
ed over the character and enormity 
of the combines, and they are inclin-, 
ed to the opinion that the combina- 
tions of such vast capital bodes no 
good to them. 


This was indicated in the address 


of National President Thomas at to- 
day's meeting. 
He said that a num- 


ber of trades had decided to be rep- 
resented, and that already the dele- 
gates promised would represent over 
200,000 trades unionists who are skill- 
ed workmen.

Closing Up Right Of Way Deals, 
Mr. Clought 
is closing up some 


deals for the right of way between 
here and Janesville. This has now 
all been secured except from two 
parties, and these have 
practically 


settled. Mr. C?ough has in fact just 
come to an agreement with these two 
parties in regard to securing the right 
of way through their land, and no 
difficulty .is expected in securing the 
remainder. 


The surveyors are already at work 


on the final survey from Janesville 
and will reach 
Rockford in about 


three weeks, when active work will 
commence on the road at once. Most 
of the material for the new line has 
been ordered, including the ro'ling 
stock. 


Twelve cars will be put on at firs! 


and a half hour service will be given. 
The cars are 38 feet long, exclusive 
of vestibules, which will add five feet 
additional on each end.

snid that ho had never known himself of 
nny animals wearing spectacles, but he 
had read of 'li horse in London that had 
been provided T>'tth a pair of spectacles, 
•which, the account said, "the horse seem- 
ed to find delight in wearing." He had 
no reason to doubt thsit this was n true 
story, though certainly the statement 
that -the horse seemed to find delight in 
•wearing the spectacles did seem a little 
florid. 


As n general proposition the fitting of 


any sort of spectacles to the eyes of any 
wearer would require th« exercise of in- 
telligence on the part of the wearer as an 
aid In the fitting. Intelligent assistance 
•would lie given by the human animal, 
man. 
But this could not be expected of 
horses and dogs. 


Some dofects~pf vision in their eyes 


might be determined .without the aid of 
the subject examined,' but intelligent co- 
operation- in the fitting could not be had 
in their case even if it -wore desirable for 
them to -wear spectacles or practicable 
for them to do so. At any rate, he had 
never himself known of' an animal that 
did Tvonr spectacles or of spectacles be- 
ing made for animals. 


A veterinary surgeon said that he had 


never heard of a horse wearing specta- 
cles, though it would not be impossible 
to provide them if that were desirable. 


Horses sometimes wear over the eyes 


blinders with colored glasses. These are 
intended to prevent the horse from dis- 
cerning shadows. Such blinders arc some- 
times put on trotting horses in races. 


There are trotters that shy or break at 


the shadow on the track of the wire over 
it marking the .starting and 
finishing 


point, or at the shadow of a building or 
of some projecting point of one, just as 
they -would at n pool of water or some 
actual object on the track. A skip or a 
break might mean enough distance lost 
to lose the race. These blinders are used 
so that the horse won't see the shadows. 


There are also put on trotting horses 


sometimes for the snmc purpose leather 
blinders' so made and adjusted that the 
horse can look out over them mid up- 
ward, but not downward over them to 
the earth in front of him. Some thor- 
oughbred horses shy at mud or sand 
thrown in their eyes by horses ahead of 
them, and for these there are sometimes 
provided what are in effect spectacles, 
blinders covering the eyes for their pro- 
tection, but having glasses of ordinary 
glass. 


Horses and dogs were sometimes pro- 


vided with glass eyes to improve theil 
appearance.—New' York Sun.

Them to Queer Uses. 
Science is^ after all, your real icono- 


clast. 
Not'content with toppling the 


busy little bee o£E her pinnacle of vir- 
tues, it goes on to attack the ant, for so 
long held a pattern and moral of thrift. 


Ants, say the wise men, have nbont ev- 


ery bad trait of humanity—they arc lazy, 
greedy, tyrannous, given to conquests 
and coveting the territory of their' neigh- 
bors. Along with the territory they of- 
tener than not take the neighbors them- 
selves, holding them ever after in slav- 
ery. 


Just how this comes to pass is some- 


thing of a. puzzle. There ure seven hun- 
dred odd species of ants duly classified. 


Several of these species, say observ- 


ers, must possess hypnotic power, since 
they attack, subjugate and reduce to 
slavery other species which are much 
bigger, stronger and more populous in 
the nests. 


After they have got their slaves many 


other queer things happen. The slaves 
in some nests are classified—so many told 
off as soldiers to defend the gates, so 
many for domestic duties, foraging, thf 
care of eg£s, and so on. The soldier nnts 
are further subdivided. The larger num- 
ber, 
by constant exercise, develop fierce 


nipping jaws and poison stings. The oth- 
ers in some curious fashion increase the 
size of their heads, especially if they 
happen to be considerably bigger than 
their masters. 
The big heads -enable 


tuein to block a passageway against an 
invading foe. 


Exceptionally clastic slaves are trans- 


formed into living honey bottles. They 
are found with abdomens enormously 
distended and full of the honey dew the. 
working slaves bring in. ' Honey dew, 
be it said, is a secretion of the aphides, or 
plant lice, , which the ant swarms keep in 
herds within the nest, i 


Ants are passionately 'fond of honey- 


indeed, of all sweet juices. They are, 
further, fond of mushrooms and grow 
them within their nests. They also culti- 
vate certain species of orchids and bring 
about distinct modifications of the plant 
form, stinging the young tender stems' 
so fiercely that they will become almost 
globular and distill a thin semisaccharme 
juice, which the ants no Idoubt regard an 
rare wine. 
One particular speciss of 


orchid, indeed, is so infested with a 
virulent stinging ant that the collection 
of it is very dangerous. 
The minute 


the plant is touched all the ants swarm- 
ing over it rush to the point of attack. 
That is, however, less curious than the 
fact that the orchid will not flourish 
without the ants, but withers away after 
a feeble, straggling year's growth. 


Some few among slaveholding ants re- 


main, capable. 
The most pirt become 


utterly demoralized. They cannot build 
nests, care for their young, or even feect 
themselves. 
Not a few, when the .slaves 


have chosen and built a new nest, ride to 
it upon a slave's back. .One species is 
noteworthy for having only slaves for 
workers, yet never containing within the 
nests any slave eggs or young. 


As with bees, the queen ant is the 


mother of the swarm. Unlike bees, how- 
ever, there are often several queens in 
the same swarm. The workers arc rudi- 
mentary females. 
In slavemaking the 


victors kill ail the perfect ants and take 
homo the others. 


Perfect males and females have wings, 


which they drop as soon as the marriage 
flight is over. Worker ants have no 
wings. Worker nnts, or, rather slaves, 
and the aphis cows by no means exhaust 
the list of ant dependents. They keep 
various smaller insects as men keep do- 
mestic animals. Just why is not yet 
clear. .The fact remains, though, that in 
the crannies of some nests herds of a 
thousand almost invisible small creatures 
have been found. 


A year is ihe average span of ant life, 


but some species live five years and ex- 
ceptional individuals as much as seven. 
All species show the liveliest concern for 
their eggs, lugging them up into sunshine 
npon fair days and scuttling back with 
them the minute the sky is overcast. 
Upon a fickle April day the eggs may 
be moved a half dozen times. They are 
nearly as regardful of the aphis eggs. In- 
deed, throughout they protect their milk 
kino, shelter them well and take pains in 
rearing their young. 


Hospitality is not unknown among ants. 


A stranger guest receives distinguished 
consideration. But woe to the stranger 
ant that comes uninvited. He is hustled 
and pummeled and finally hurt mortally 
unless he saves himself by showing su- 
perior fighting power or possessing a 
clean pair of heels. After he is down a 
mere squirming trunk, bereft of legs, un- 
ablc to bite, the slaves lay hold on him 
and drag him outside the nest to die. 
Possibly it is an ant superstition that bad 
luck follows a stranger's death, in the 
house. 


Formic acid, the distinctive ant prod- 


uct, is one of the greatest vegetable stim- 
ulants known. The earth of a nest be- 
comes so saturated with it that some peo- 
ple explain the famous Hindoo mango 
trick by supposing tbat the mango seed 
which comes to flower and fruit before 
your eyes is planted in a pot of ant heap 
earth. 


However that may be, it is established 


beyond cavil tbat ants Of- some species 
cultivate and presumably fertilize their 
favorite food stuffs. 
Cases in point are 


the trimmer ants and the harvesting ants, 
both of which abound in the state of 
Texas. 
The trimmers prune a sort of 


weed which is to their taste so tbat it 
shall grow strong and sturdy. The har- 
vesting ants go even beyond that. They 
clear disks several yards across round- 
about their nests of all manner of vege- 
tation, then plant the disks with ant rice, 
which they watch and tend until it.rip- 
ens, letting no vagrant or alien, twig show 
its Lead.—New York Sun.

FORT SUMTER'S FATE 


HOW "YANK" AND "JOHNNY" CRIED 


HAVOC FORTY YEARS 
AGO.

The event which led up to Snmtei 


was the secession of the state of Soutl; 
Carolina from the Union in December, 
1SGO, as a protest against the election 
of Abraham Lincoln to the presidency 
on a platform which was held at the- 
south to threaten the rights of states, 
rights of *vbich the southern people 
were particularly jealous. 
In with- 


drawing from the Federal Union the 
people of South Carolina held that the 
Federal property situated on South 
Carolina soil and paid for in part by 
South Carolina's contributions to the 
general fund belonged to the state. In 
other words, the South Carolinians 
wished the United States government 
to withdraw its troops and its Federal 
officials from the state and treat with 
the seceded state as with a foreign 
country. The people of South Carolina 
and of the south generally were not 
alone in thinking that this was a, con- 
stitutional and .equable solution of the 
problem. Owing to the differences of 
opinion the Buchanan administration 
•which hold power until March 4, 1SG1, 
took no vigorous means to re-enforce 
its garrison nor to assert or even 
strengthen Us power in the south. 


Major Anderson of the United States 


arms, e.-.mniandcd 
thu garrison 
in 


Charlestcn harbor and in December, 
1SCO, afi; r the secession of South Car- 
olina, concentrated, his force in Fort 
Sumter, the strongest and most defen- 
sible of all the works in the harbor. 
The transfer was made secretly, and 
the whole city and state were stirred 
up by Anderson's clever stroke. The 
Carolinians bad not put a guard iu 
Suruter, but had a force of men there 
getting it ready for the emergency of 
war. 


Major Anderson was a southerner. 


He did not want war and hoped that 
congress would in some way avert the 
calamity. But he was a true soldier, 
having the dignity of arms in his keep- 
ing and courageous in obeying orders. 
The South Carolina authorities prompt- 
ly demanded that hu return his garri- 
son to Fort Moultrie. and he as prompt- 
ly refund. 
If they wanted fight there 


iu Charleston harbor, he would give it 
to them and choose his own way of go- 
ing about, it just as though the state 
had no nay in the matter. 


During the interval between the oc- 


cupancy of Fort Sumter and the open- 
ing of the bombardment in April-An- 
derson kept his men at work preparing 
for defc :ise. The spirit of South Caro- 
lina's p.;vernor and people was shown 
on the ::th of.Jujiuary, 1SC1, when the 
Star of : he West, from Now York with 
re-enfo;-,-oments for Sumtcr, attempted 
to land ii-oops and supplies. The steam- 
er was J'.rcd upon by a South Carolina 
battery located on' Morris island and 
also by guns in Fort Moultrie. 
The 


shots were fired by soldiers of the pro- 
visional army of South Carolina. 


Major Anderson did not offer to help 


toe Star of the West by silencing the 
batteries which fired upon her. He did 
order the guns of Snmtcr manned, but 
when the officers asked permission to 
use thorn it was refused. Tbo Star of 
the West soon beat a retreat. Ander- 
son asked Governor Piekens to explain 
the firing and hinted that he would al- 
iJow no vessel to pass within the range 
•of Stumer's guns if the explanation 
•was not satisfactory. The governor re- 
plied that he would renew the firing 
under like circumstances. 


The South Carolinians seized all the 


government property in and around 
Charleston except Sutnter and bent all 
their efforts on the ground and by di-' 
plomncy in Washington to have the 
fort peacefully evacuated. A second 
attempt to put supplies and troops in 
the fort \sas made on April 12. the day 
the firing began which led to the evncii- i 
ation on the 14th. Doubtless the south- i 
erners had received secret warning of ' 
this attempt, as they had of the one in 
January, for ou the llth General Bpan- 
regard, commander of the OonlVderato , 
States forces, sent Anderson his mil- j 
itary ultimatum.

iBeauregard was ordered to reduce th.fr 
fort. Two of Beauregard's aids enter 
ed Snmtcr at 12:45 a. iu. April 12 ami 
reiterated the demands of their chief. | 


'Ai-jvJerson said that he would evacuate 
the fort on the 15th provided he received 
no contrary instructions from his gov- 
ernment meanwhile, but he would^not 
agree, as was requested of him, not to 
open liis guns in case of hostile demon-

This was the challenge to a combat 


which opened the ball, aud the gladia- 
tors at once shook hands and went to 
their guns. 


Captain 
Lee and 
Chesnnt 
were 


quickly rowed to Fort Johnson, on 
James island, and Captain George S. 
James, commanding a battery at that 
point, was ordered to lire the signal 
gun. 
He aroused his men and-when 


all was ready said to Roger A. Tryor, 
afterward Judge Pryor of New York 
city, "You are the only man to whom 1 
would give the honor of firing the first 
gun of the war," and asked him to tiro 
it. 
Pryor had been with the aids 


throughout the interview with Ander- 
son. In a husky voice he said, "L could 
not fire the ilrst gun of the war." Cap- 
tain .Tames himself tired the shot, and 
it -burst, immediately over the fort, 
about 100 feet above. 


This account of the first shot at .Sum- 


ter, differing from that usually accept- 
ed, may be verified from Beauregard's 
official reports. It is given by General 
S. I). Lee, the aid who was present, iu 
a narrative published in The Century 
company's history, "Battles and Lead- 
ers of the Civil War." Anderson knew 
he would be starved out by the 15th if 
his government did hot 'succeed in 
sending him supplies. His ammunition 
was short, and he ordered his officers 
not to rotiiL-n the Confederate shots un- 
til daylight in order to burn the stock 
of powder on hand to the best advan- 
tage. As he was simply fighting against 
time he also ordered that the firing be 
done from the casements, under cover, 
and not from the guns of the upper- 
tier whore the gunners would bo ex- 
posed to Confederate aim. It was ow- 
ing to this that the Confederates suffer- 
ed so little from Sumter shots. The up- 
per guns of the fort would have pound- 
ed their low lying shore batteries most 
effectually. Not a man of the Sumter 
garrison was hit by Confederate Ore, 
but their hot shot finally set the wood- 
en quarters of the fort on fire, and fly- 
ing sparks caused an explosion which 
killed one- of Anderson's gunners and 
wounded several soldiers around the 
guns. 


The bombardment and replie.s were 


hot during the 12th. Some of Ander- 
son's men disobeyed commands and 
fired the guns of the upper tier. At this 
the Confederates let loose all their am- 
munition at the top wall. On the 13th 
the wooden quarters took lire from 
burniug shells thrown purposely to 
start the flames. The garrison was put 
to it to save the little powder they hud,

tempt was made to succor the fort that 
day. 


It is not to be woudered at if Major 


Anderson thought that the Washington 
authorities did not want to succor him. 
but bad left him to his fate. He saved 
his men, saved his honor and flint of 
the flag and marched out after a 
plucky defense waged by starving, sol- 
diers who never lost heart, but fought 
lire, fought hunger, fought the armed 
enemy, until tlie'lr commander cried 
Quit.

THE RUSSIANS. 


CHANGES AT WEST POINT. 


Mot • Petty Province, but a Rich, 


•Well Populated, Though Undevel- 
oped, Country—It» Clliei, He«onrce» 
and People. 
When the Russian bear gathers within 


hie embrace any territory, he never lets 
it go. Such has been the world's experi- 
ence in the past, with the almost unique 
relinquislmient of Alaska excluded. There 
us, therefore, every reason to believe that 
if the czar's government succeeds in ob- 
taining a grant of Manchuria "lor tem- 
porary occupation," the complete Rus- 
Bianization of that province may be ex- 
pected, and it will take its place as an in- 
tegral part of the Muscovite empire. 


Although most nations have at most 


only a commercial interest in the Rus- 
sian occupation of Manchuria, its ac- 
quisition by the czar may have a great 
effect on the future history of the world, 
for Manchuria is not a petty province 
to be swallowed and digested at will by 
Hussin; it is a great, rich, well populat- 
ed country, a kingdom in itself. 
Man- 


churia's wealth is varied, consisting of 
agricultural and mineral products. Nei- 
ther of these sources of revenue has ever 
been fully developed. 
Manchuria con- 


tains about 300,000 square miles, and its 
population is variously estimated at from 
7,000,000 to 18,000,000. 


Manchuria is that part of the Chinese 


empire that lies between Siberia and Ko- 
rea. 
It is bounded on the northwest and 


north by the Amur river, dividing it 
from Siberia; on the cast the Usnri riv- 
er 
and a land boundary separate it 


from another part of Siberia. 
On the 


south arc Korea and the Yellow sea. 
while on the west lie Mongolia and the 
Chinese province of Chj-li. 


It will be seen that Manchuria forms 


the northeastern corner of the Chinese em- 
pire. Its shape is. irregular, the two lon- 
gest axes being from northwest to south- 
east and from northeast to southwest. In 
surface Manchuria is diversified, 
the 


mountains being in the northwest and in 
the east. A range of mountains divides 
it from Korea. Its soil is for the most 
part very fertile. 
In the hands of propef 


cultivators Manchuria should become one 
of the world's granaries. 
At present a 


large number of Manchurian fields are de-

Among For 
Clinton's most interesting sights is the 
statue erected to the memory of Thad 
dens Koscinsko, the Polish patriot wbc 
fought for American freedom and in de 
fcnse of that of his own country.

Kos 
clusko's statue occupies a very conspic 
nous position in Fort Clinton and can be 
plainly seen from the Hudson river.

Coal of on excellent quality is 


found all over Manchuria, and a great 
deal of it is being mined. 


The people of Manchuria, although once 


n distinct race, have lost their nationality 
by being- merged with the Chinese. 
As 


ia well known, the ruling dynasty of the 
Chinese empire is Mnntchoo. This is ow- 
ing to the fact that about four centuries 
ago the Mantchoos conquered China uud 
became masters of the country. 
Toe 


Manchurians as a race have lost their 
identity in the swarm of Chinese who en- 
tered the country after the Mnnchurian 
conquest of their own. 


The only remaining Mantchoos of pure 


descent are a few nomudic tribes. 
The 


ancient language of Manchuria is prac- 
tically dead, being retained only in court 
circles, and has been replaced by Chinese. 
In customs, manners, etc., the Manchu- 
rians are like the rest of the Chinese, 
vrlth the reservation that as the Chinese 
empire is so greatly diversified nothing 
can be definitely predicated about the in- 
habitants of one section, of the country 
that will hold true In all sections. 


The commingling of races in Manchuria 


has had a curious effect on the people. 
They were formerly distinguished for 
their courtesy, generosity, love of justice 
and respect for women. .This latter trait 
IB especially rare in the Chinese empire. 
Now'that the Mantehoos no longer exist 
as a pure race they have adopted, nlong t 
with most of the customs and religions cf I 
their southern neighbors, the vices of tho 
latter. 
The inhabitants of Manchuria 


are nominally Buddhists, but Confucian- 
Ism, Taoism and the old Shamanism, or 
•worship of nature, still abound. Traces 
of Mohammedanism and Judaism mav 
also be found among some classes of the 
population. 


Although Manchuria contains n number 


. of towns with sufficient inhabitants to b- 


styled "cities," they are not so in realit 
being for the most part vast collectio 
of huts. Mukden, the principal town aj ' 
present capital of the country is, howevo , 
an exception, for it is a clean and well 
built city. 
Mukden is considered a holy 


city, because it was the ancient residence 
of the reigning family. 
It contains a 


magnificent Buddhist temple and histor- 
ical buildings. Near the city is situated! 
the sacred park, which contains the tomb* 
of the ancient royalties of
